subject: SALARY INCREASE FOR ELECTED OFFICIALS 


We have been notified by the Judicial Council of California that judges’ 
salaries will be increased by 4.0 percent effective August 31, 2000. An additional 8.5 
percent increase will be effective January 1, 2001(see attached). Because elected official 
salaries in the City of Los Angeles are tied to the salaries of Superior Court judges, this 
results in salary increases for our elected officials. (Previously, elected official salaries 
were tied to Municipal Court judge salaries, but because of a consolidation of Municipal 
Court with Superior Court, the City’s elected official salaries are now tied to those of 
Superior Court judges. ) 


Based on the August 31, 2000 salary of $122,628, and the January 1, 2001 
salary of $133,051, for Superior Court Judge, please prepare the necessary paperwork 
to adjust the current annual salaries of elected officials in the City of Los Angeles, as 


follows:
